There had 
iK-en a downiiour last night, but under a bright 
morning sun the track had dried out sutficiently to 
make the going for the first and second races fairly 
go«.Kl, Imt as the horses were going to the post 
for the third race a terrific storm broke and the 
race was run in a blinding rain. This left the track 
slojipy. 'This was the only day of the meeting that 
mud runners were in demand and the speculators 
were fairly sucie-ssful lu their picking as two favor- 
ites and four well backed second choices won. Where 
the talent lauded heaviest was in the second, won 
by Glimmer of the Uendrle entry. The books were 
still paying off at i>ost time on the following race. 

Edward Corrigan’s good mare Alma Dufour, cap- 
'tured the Jockey Club Handicap, at two and a 
quarter miles. Alma Dufour, well ridden by Nlcol, 
was at home in the going and had no trouble in 
dis|iosiiig of .Sir Rali>h, her only serious contender. 
The race was worth ?l,8j0 to Mr. Corrigan and he 
rewarded Nlcsd by presenting him with $600. Mr.

OAKLAND AND 150 DAYS’ RACING. 

On the authority of President Thomas H. Williams 
It can be stated that the coming meeting of the 
California Jockey Club will continue fw 150 racing 
fflays, beginning Saturday November 17, and ter- 
minating about May 1.5. Last winter the California 
J»>ckey Club transferred its racing from Oakland to 
the luglcside track during the holiday season, but 
the experiment did not prove popular and will not 
be repeated next winter. The racing of 1906-7 will 
be conducted over the Oakland track alone- 

AMENDMENTS TO RULES ARE LAID O'VER. 

At the regular monthly me«-tlng of the Jockey 
Club, which was held September 13, two proposed 
ameudmeuts to the rules of racing that have been 
widely discussed by horsemen since their first ap- 
pearance lu the Racing Calendar, were laid over 



until a future meeting. The amendment to rule 57 ] 
seeks to rectify any possible contingency that might 
arise over an error in the entry of a hwse, similar 
to the one that occurred this summer in regard to Go 
Between in the Suburban Handicap. The amend- 
ment Is proposed by J. H. Bradford, treasurer of the 
Ctmey Island Jockey Club, and the personal repre- 
sentative of W. K. Vanderbilt, the principal stock- 
holder In the club. It will be recalled that the 
stewards of Sheepshead Bay track refused to dis- 
qualify Go Between after he had won the Suburban 
on the protest made that he was a horse and not a 
gelding. The oflScials also granted permission for 
the same horse to start In the Commonwealth Han- 
dicap, which had not yet been decided at the time 
on a protest of similar grounds. But the stewards 
of the Jockey Club decided against Go Between and 
not only refused to permit him to start, but sus- 
pended him aud his owner for thirty racing days. 
Now Mr. Bradford proposes a measure that will 
eliminate all possible doubt regarding entries of the 
future. The amendment to rule 108, proposed by 
Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., has been much criticised by 
turfmen generally. It seeks to alter the. disqualifi- 
cation of a horse for a foul to that of a flue or sus- 
pension for the jockey. They believe that whenever 
a jockey recklessly impedes another horse, that 
the horse and rider at fault, should be disqualifled. 
They claim that this is the only punishment tliat 
should be meted out to jockeys with this pernicious 
riding habit.

Durlnfl 
the coming week Churchill Downs will be put in 
shape for the meeting of eighteen days which Is to 
open October 1. There is much to be done. The 
grounds are badly cut up after the week of agri- 
cultural and mechanical exhibitions. Barring the 
fact that the ring was syndicated and that the 
number of races was curtailed, the racing of the 
week differed little from what this circuit has 
known al summer. W. E. Applegate, who bad the 
betting privileges, made some money, but not an ex- 
travagant snm. He had to pay all of the purses and 
his daily expense was In excess of $1,000. Today’s 
offering Included a race at one mile with gentleman 
riders up. A silver cup went to the successful 
jockey. Dalesman proved the Ijest and won as bis 
rider, Mr. Hancock, pleascl. 

William Phillips, trainer for Fred Cook, has re- ^ 
turned from New York in advance of ten horses 
owned by his employer. Phillips says Nlfo, the 
good three-year-old, broke down while in the east 
aud will be retired on bis arrival.

YEARLINGS SOLD IN EAST AVERAGE $663.83. 

Total of 1760,090 for 1,146 Thoroughbred Youngsters 
Consigned by Ninety-seven Breeders. 

Here and there during the months of Oclolier 
and November a few lots of thoroiiglibred yearlings 
will be offered by auetion, but the Impoatant sales 
of the year, those held annually duriug tlie summer 
and autumn meetings of the Cone.v Island Jockey 
Club, are over and the general result has been in- 
dicative of a healthy demand for racing material. 
Tlie sales this year in the east were conducted by 
the Fasig-TIi>ton Company exclusively and, burring 
tlie eonsigiimeiits disposed of on tbre«* days at 
Saratoga' in August, tliey were all held at Slieeiw- 
head Bay. Tlie total nuinlM'r of yearlings sold was 
1,145, alsmt oue-tifth of the entire pnslnct of the 
country, 'lliey hnmght an aggregate of 
giving a splendid average of $)Ut3.83. 

These yearlings were eonslgned by ninety-seven 
breeders in California, Kentucky, New Y'ork, New 
Jersey, Tennessee and Virginia. The largest con- 
signment was. of course, that of J. Haggiii 
from his Rancho del Paso and Elmendorf Studs, In 
California and Kentucky, respectively. Those from 
Rancho del Paso were the last that will ever come 
from that famous estahllshmeiit, the stud having 
been dispersed. The best average was ol> tallied by 
Captain W. Harry Brown for the yearlings produced 
at Senorlta Farm, which was the pride of the late 
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STATUS OF THE DOUGLAS PARK QLUB. 

“Unless the Douglas Park Jockey Club meets with 
local county obstriH-tions, it is to be cougratiilattMl 
oil having entered the family of western racing, 
associatiuiis under most favorable auspices,’’ says 
S. B. Weems in a letter from Louisville to Sports 
of the Times. “It would hardly setun iiossllde that 
there could lie serious Interference with a racing 
plant that when completed will have «H)st close to 
half a million dollars. But present conditions as 
relating lo the turf in Kentucky are peculiar. The 
Ia*xlugton, Churchill Downs and I.atonhi tracks 
operate under perpetual charters granted by the 
stale with the privileges of IsKiking, while of course, 
Douglas Park has no such charter. Possibly the 
eharters might he found to he unconstitutiniial, but 
they are in force at the present time. Of course. 
If the Fwleral Appellate Court sets aside the In- 
junction proceedings against the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission, that will give validity to the 
racing law passed by the Kentucky Legislature last 
winter, and then Douglas Park will he on an equal 
fiKiting witli all the other racetracks in the slate.’’
